hen Steve Andersen received a 
ne-word text message reading “po- 
lice,” he knew he had to get out of his 
eijing hotel. 

Five members of Students for a 
Free Tibet, including fellow Edmon- 
tonians Denise Ogonoski, Paul Bak- 
‘er, and Mike Hudema, were already 
jn police custody. 

Hudema, of course, is the high- 
profile oilsands campaigner for 
Greenpeace in Alberta, and Ander- 
en, Ogonoski, and Baker are all ac- 
five members of the environmental 
roup, and have participated in past 
rotests together here at home. The 
‘oup was in Beijing to expose what 
ey describe as an attempt to white- 
ash China's human rights record. 
Their arrest was expected. Mem- 
“bers of Students for a Free Tibet au- 
lomatically called the Canadian em- 
bassy after having no contact with 
e five members for a couple hours. 
The arrests occurred on Sunday, and 
hey were home by late Monday eve- 
ing. Speaking from the safety of 
dmonton, they described their ar- 
rest and deportation. 

The activists knew for days that 
plainclothes police were following 
em 

“They all had the same kind of 
atchel on their shoulders,” Ogonos- 
i says, “and would talk into their 
shoulder every time we did some- 
ing.... It was pretty obvious once 
fou knew what to look for.” 

So when Andersen got the warning 
xl message from Hudema’s phone, 
le knew he didn’t have long before 
€ was arrested. 

With Tibetan-German Padma-Dol- 
na Fielitz, Andersen soon headed to 
Hananmen Square for their planned 
otest, hoping to unfurl their Ti- 
etan flags before the ever-present 
olice picked them up. 

When they arrived, the square 
vasn't the open space Andersen ex- 
ected from the news coverage of 
he famous democracy protest in 
89. The area was crowded with

reached into their bags for their Ti- 
betan flags as the others struggled 
with an eight-metre banner that read 
“Tibetans Are Dying For Freedom.” 

Within minutes, the entire’ group 
was pushed to the ground, and Fielitz 
had an officer's hand around her 
neck, Andersen says. 

According to the group, Fielitz is 
the first Tibetan to protest within 
China. 

The police commandeered the 
ticket booth, and the activists were 
held there for a while before they 
were transferred to a police wagon, 
and then to the Beijing Capital Inter- 
national Airport. 


Three Hour Interrogation 

Although Hudema and Ogonoski 
maintain they broke no Chinese 
laws, they had a far more difficult 
time than he did, Andersen says. 

At about 11 am. that Sunday, 
Hudema was still in bed when the 
police entered the group's apartment 
in the northeast Chao Yang district 
of Beijing. 

The police searched the entire, 
apartment, ripping though clothing

and cupboards. The activists repeat- 
edly asked what they had done, but 
were told only that they had broken 
Chinese law. The group was then 
taken to an underground interroga- 
tion facility. “You see the blood in 
some places on the wall,” Hudema 
says. “You know the kind of things 
that go on.” 

During the interrogation, Ogonoski 
got the impression their apartment 
had been bugged, as the police used 
the nicknames and code names of 
friends and other protesters. “It was 
all very quick, very intense, and ter- 
rible,” she says. 

They were interrogated for three 
hours and then taken to the Beijing 
airport, and then flown to the Hong 
Kong airport. Before entering the air- 
port, the police changed out of their 
uniforms and into civilian clothing, 
Hudema says. 


Olympic Spirit 

The group's experience with the 
police clashed loudly with what 
Ogonoski describes as a very happy 
and helpful citizenry. 

“It was this weird dichotomy,” she 


says. “Right away you see this in- 
tense security, and at the same time 
there was great celebration and peo- 
ple walking down the street were so 
happy.” 

There were giant street parties, 
where citizens wearing red and yel- 
low headbands and huge smiles 
banged together inflatable sticks 
to make a whooping sound. Others 
clapped along to a set cheer. There 
were Chinese flags in every business 
window, and athletes wore Chinese 
flags as capes. 

“Everywhere you go there are all 
these flags,” Andersen says. “But the 
second we pull out a Tibetan flag, it’s 
all over.” 

And no one wanted to talk politics, 
something Ogonoski says she under- 
stands fully. After all, she was sent 
home within a day. Chinese and Ti- 
betans don't have the protection of 
an embassy, 

Some Chinese citizens may take 
their actions personally, she says, 
and as an affront during the nation’s 
time in the international spotlight, 
but she stressed the group's actions 
were directed at the Chinese govern-

ment, and not the Olympics, the ath- 
letes or the Chinese people. 

Tashi Phuntok agrees. He is the Ti- 
betan-born president of the Tibetan 
Community of Alberta, an umbrella 
group for many political and Tibetan 
cultural groups here in the province, 
including the local chapter of Stu- 
dents for a Free Tibet. 

“We feel like brothers and sisters 
[to the Chinese],” he says. “But the 
thing is we are against the Chinese 
government. Chinese deserve to 
have a nationalist feeling, but it is 
very dangerous to have those feel- 
ings without also judging what is 
right and wrong.” 

As for the general criticism that 
the Olympics are not the right place 
for political actions, neither Ogonos- 
ki, Hudema, nor Andersen thought 
their actions went beyond how oth- 
ers are using the Olympics as a po- 
litical tool. 

“Tt was really China that politicized 
the games when they took the torch 
to Everest,” says Andersen, “It was 
a pretty obvious move to show their 
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Bodaciously Going Where No Bunny Has Gone Before... 
University. ‘

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The 11-day theatre festival (which 
typically draws more than 350,000 
people to Old Strathcona) will be the 
first major test for the regulations— 
and higher prices—put in place Aug. 
1 by the Alberta Liquor and Gaming 
Commission to curb late-night row- 
diness 

Savoy general manager Steve Roy 
was forced to end a cheap Bellini 
night promotion after the regula- 
tions took effect, but he says that it’s 
really not that big a deal, and predicts 
people will learn to cope if they even 
notice it in the first place. “People 
don’t go out to the bar for $0.75 
highballs,” he says, “and if they do, 
they don't go to Savoy. People have 
to drink somewhere, and people 
don’t always like drinking at their 
own house so they have to go out. 
Whether they’re paying a few [more] 
bucks a drink, it’s universal now so 
they’re going to have to get used to 
it—just like gas prices.” 

Clubs also support the new rules. 
Lucky 13 manager Hector Castro 
says that the new legislation levels 
the playing field for bars across the 
city, and makes it easier for smaller 
clubs to stay competitive when they 
don’t have the luxury of dropping 
their prices below cost to attract 
crowds. 

Gone are the days of the 50-cent 
rum and Coke—bars must 
charge a minimum of $2.75 per 
ounce for spirits and liqueurs, 35 
cents per ounce of wine, and 16 cents 
for an ounce of draught beer. Beer, 
cider, and coolers must retail for 
$2.75 per 12 ounce can or bottle. 

“Students walk out of their house 


now 


with $20 in their pocket, and its 
the difference between them going 
“Well, I could go to the bar and have 
a good time,’ or ‘I guess now | have 
to go buy a mickey and do what | 
have to do,” Pawn Shop manager A! 
Gothjelpsen says. 

Happy hour specials must also end 
by 8 p.m., and bars are not allowed 
to serve patrons more than one stan 
dard drink at a time after 1 a.m. (A 
standard serving is one ounce pet 
highball or one bottle or can of beer. 
Patrons are also not allowed to have 
more than one standard drink in 
their possession after 1 a.m. 

Liquor prices in the Fringe beer 
gardens have already been set above 
the new minimum drink pricing re 
quirements. Cans of beer will sell for 
$4.50, draft beer and coolers are set 
at $5, and wine will retail for $5.50

Many years ago at an annual meeting of 
the Alberta Environmental Network (AEN) 
there was a somewhat acrimonious debate 
on the issue of what was then named "street 
fighting.” 

A very prominent local environmental 
advocate, U of A business prof and former 
president of CPAWS, Ray Rasmussen, was 
expounding his theory of the so called “white 
hats" and the “black hats.” The white hats 
would do all the coffee and muffin things 
with government and industry and often 
get a small, but often much-needed, hono- 
farium. 

The black hats would get out on the street 
and try their damnedest to embarrass those 
same governments and industrialists. 

Ray's point was true then and remains so 
today—the two methods of operation are 
complementary and those nasty black hats 
make the job of the whites much more ef- 
fective. The problem is that the street fight- 
ers get no credit. In fact, the most common 
response is that they are simply not playing 
cricket, by golly. 

For example, we now have almost a full 
ban on seal pelts to the European Union. 
Who were on the battle lines of the New- 
foundiand ice floes at the very beginning of 
the campaign, and reviled for it? That's right: 
Greenpeace. They were hated for it then, 
particularly in Atlantic Canada, and still are 
today. 

But onto the scene emerged an even 
blacker hat, Paul Watson of the Sea Shep- 
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herds Society, who accuses Greenpeace of 
being too timid. Watson has the proclivity 
of sinking whaling ships now and then. Now 
that's real black hat-ism for you 

The plight of the environment movement 
can be likened to that of some terrorists 
since, being much weaker, they are forced 
to resort to such tactics. When those with 
power will not listen, and you see that which 
you value most highly being destroyed, op- 
pressed and marginalized, what use is sitting 
around a boardroom table chin-wagging? It 
hasn't helped the Palestinians, the Burmese, 
or the Tibetans, and it hasn't a hope in hell of 
persuading Mr. Stelmach either. 

However, the persistent and escalating 
blandishments of Greenpeace nipping away 
at the province have a much better chance— 
especially today, when these types of stunts 
are exactly what media laps up and helps

The Road To Sommelier-dom

HER SOMMELIER'S TICKET

PROGRAM. (NO, NOT THAT CIA.) 





The tour bus twists up through the 
California mountains, dipping in and 
out of quiet groves of immense red- 
woods. I watch through the window, 
my eyes straining to pick out the 
geometric lines of vineyards visible 
between drooping branches. I’m still 
caught up in the newness of it all, still 
stunned at the sight of those perfect 
rows carpeting field after field. Even 
tour buses of Nikon-snapping tour- 
ists cannot dampen my enthusiasm. 

As the altitude falls, a few more 
bends through the Napa Valley reveal 
the stone edifice of the CIA—the Cu- 
linary Institute of America. I marvel 
at its stately elegance—cheesy jokes 
of espionage have long become old. A 
centuries-old relic, the CIA is a small 
chateau clad in light brown stone 
and framed by stories-tall palms. 
Weaving through the crowds of fel- 
low students, I enter the building’s 


cool, earthy interior, congratulating 


myself again on having the foresight 
to take the first level of the Court of 
Master Sommeliers program here, in 
the epicentre of wine country. This 
place is the cherry on top. 

Soon, I realize my musings are rife 
with stereotype and cliché. Awe and 
excitement are quickly replaced by 
an affected air of cool disdain. The 
foreigner, pretending to be a jaded 
local. Trendy cynicism. This is just 
4n ostentatious bit of architecture, 
another monument to gluttonous 
Western culture. We love food and 
booze so much we make castles in 
their honour, The vineyards across 
the road are not places of magic; they 
are miles of plants, uprooted millen- 
hla ago from their quiet home twin- 
Ng up trees in the forests around 
the Black Sea. Here, they are tied 


with metal, bared to the harsh sun, 
perpetually on the edge of death and 
frantically reproducing in a thwarted 
effort for offspring. Their fruit is 
embalmed through fermentation; it 
becomes the site of social hierarchy 
and global marketing campaigns. 
The cult is millions-strong, and I’m 
a full-fledged member. 

Clearly, melodrama was a staple of 
my trip to Napa. But how could it not 
be? There I was, in the heart of wine 
country, studying wine in a castle 
surrounded by vineyards. Granted, 
there’s only so much wine studying 
you can do before madness (and an 
insatiable thirst for beer) sets in 

I've worked in the wine industry 
for five years—a year longer than it 
took to get my bachelor's degree. As 
an undergrad, wine was both fuel 
and therapy, and perhaps it was the 
attainment of that expensive piece 
of paper that spurred this endeav- 
our; I still crave justification through 
parchment, Whatever the case may 
be, I’ve started down the road of the 
Court of Master Sommeliers, the 
only internationally recognized som- 
melier certification. (There are many 
other institutes that have sommelier 
programs, but only the Court is rec- 
ognized throughout the world.) 

The introductory course was sim- 
ple enough, despite its breakneck 
pace. We started off plunging right 
into the Court's specialized blind- 
tasting technique. It was fairly sober- 
ing to sit down at eight in the morn- 
ing and start tasting wine, with my 
mouth still in coffee mode. The ma- 
jority of the course was devoted to a 
whirlwind tour of the world of wine. 
France, of course, took up a large 
portion of the discussion. Unfortu- 
nately, many areas were necessarily 
overlooked, due to lack of time and 
lack of interest for our Western-bi- 
ased minds. But | was unimpressed 
that the section on “North Ameri- 
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can” wines really just meant “Ameri- 
can” wines. Canada’s wine industry 
was mentioned in one sentence, in a 
digression from German ice wines 
Granted, I did walk into it with a bit 


of a chip on my shoulder, especially 
after playing a few games of “count | 


the American flags along the high- 


way.” (The banners of red, white, | 


and blue are more widely planted 
than Chardonnay.) 
Happily, the teachers (all Master 


Sommeliers), were not the stodgy | 


elitists I had feared (and have almost 
come to expect from people sport- 
ing the “sommelier” title), Because 
the Court was founded in Britain 
by stodgy elitists, however, they are 
forced to follow certain practices. 
This was most evident in the service 
demonstration, which they conduct- 
ed to show what is expected for the 
Certified Sommelier exam. It was 
the epitome of wine snobbery and 
pretension; they fully admit that the 
procedure is completely unrealistic, 
yet it must be followed nonetheless. 
Next up is the Certified Sommelier 
exam, which grants one the right to 
use the title “Certified Sommelier” 
after receiving a passing grade. The 
ultimate goal of the program is to be- 
come a Master Sommelier—the iiber- 
prestigious title that only a handful 


of people in the world have achieved | 


(167, to be precise). The 70-ques- 
tion multiple-choice exam was fairly 
straightforward, and almost every- 
thing had been covered to some de- 
gree in the class. 

I left the CLA with my congratu- 
latory certificate in hand, feeling 
somewhat dazed, squinting in the 
sunshine. The course came and went 
so quickly that I knew it would take 
some time to absorb its full signifi- 
cance. In the meantime, there was 
only one thing to do after two days 
of wine mania: visit a local pub and 
guzzle several ice cold pints.

Like most people, I find my appe- 
tite is heavily influenced by weather 
conditions. On a cold winter night 
I crave hearty stews and dark ales, 
whereas my springtime cravings 
tend toward light salads and fresh, 
bright flavours. So, one hot summer 
night last week (I don’t mean warm 
or pleasant; I mean oppressively frig- 
gin’ hot—the type of hot that turns 
people’s moods surly and builds ten- 
sion so palpable you could cut it with 
a very dull knife), there was really 
only one option: Southeast Asian. 

On a sweaty night like this, I typi- 
cally find a dingy, out-of-the-way 
place serving authentic food that 
would ordinarily be far too ambitious 
for my gringo palate—a back alley 
joint serving noodle soup with ten- 
dons, coagulated duck blood, or live 
baby octopus tendons. (Die! Die!) 
Lacking ambition and nerve, how- 
ever, | opted for Bua Thai. 

Bua Thai was one of the first 
Thai restaurants | discovered when 
I moved to Edmonton a number of 
years ago. It was in a league of its 
own when it came to serving authen- 
tic Thai food, and the dining room it- 
self was a throwback to any number 
of Bangkok eateries. | hadn't been in 
years, though, and I figured this was 
the perfect opportunity to reacquaint 
myself with an old, lost friend 

I've always loved Bua Thai's lo- 
cation, tucked just off Jasper Ave 
across from St. Joseph's Basilica. It’s 
a lovely spot that lends itself to a re- 
fined culinary experience, so when 
I noticed Bua Thai had added “fine 
dining” to its storefront sign, | was 
pleasantly surprised (albeit terribly 
underdressed). Accordingly, they’ve 
done some work on the décor to 
keep pace with the “fine dining” des- 





ignation, and the restaurant is now 
smartly adorned with soft colours, 
tile flooring, and fine place settings 
to give it a more cosmopolitan feel. 

I had a brief look at the ambitious 
menu (I stopped counting how many 
items they offer) knowing full well I 
planned to order Pad Thai and Pen- 
ang curry with chicken and coconut

Bua Thai’s Pad Thai is the bench- 
mark by which I’ve measured all oth- 
er Pad Thaiin this city. You won't find 
the usual greasy, overcooked noodles 
in a pseudo-Thai sauce with hois- 
an—or worse, some ketchup-based 
abomination masquerading as Pad 
Thai. This is the real deal, with fresh 
rice noodles swimming in tamarind 


nowhere to be found, but when I 
queried my server she promptly ap- 
peared with a little dish, explaining 
apologetically that most customers 
didn’t use it. (Do yourself a favour 
and make sure to ask!) 

The Penang curry was similarly re- 
markable, although the pedant might 
note that since Penang is a prov-

rice. And, of course, a cold Singha 
beer. The prices at Bua Thai reflect 
the fine dining designation as well: 
these few menu items plus a modest 
tip totaled nearly $50. (But don't let 
that be a deterrent—the food is worth 


every penny.) 


and fish sauce with peanuts, sprouts, 
tofu, and chilis—these flavours will 
make you realize that the majority 
of the Pad Thais you’ve tasted before 
have been lying to you. My only con- 
cern was that the ground chili flakes 
| remembered from past visits were 


ince in northern Malaysia, this isn't, 
strictly speaking, a Thai dish. It is, 
however, remarkably similar to a red 
Thai curry, with regional variations 
including things like tamarind. Bua 
Thai's Penang curry was finished 
with coconut milk and lime leaves, 





the individual flavours exquisitely 


pronounced. As I munched away and 
stared at my Singha beer, I couldn't 
help but think how wonderful this 
dish would have tasted paired with 
a Riesling, Viognier, or hearty Char 
donnay. 

Here’s my only criticism of Bua 
Thai: they haven't updated their ser 
vice style to reflect the style of din 
ing. My food appeared in minutes 
and the service reflected that of an 
Asian takeout restaurant more than 
the fine dining establishment Bua 
Thai has become. Given the price 
range, the superior quality of the 
food, and the lovely surroundings 
Bua Thai would be the perfect spol 
to linger over a drawn-out meal and 
a glass of fine wine.

Local fans of Athens, Georgia noise 
rock duo Jucifer may have felt a little 
shortchanged last spring after the 
band had to cancel a large portion 
of their Western Canadian tour. (Pin 
the blame on incompetent promot- 
ers.) When I caught up with their 
oddly soft-spoken frontwoman Am- 
ber Valentine, she was driving from 
Hamilton, Ontario to Thunder Bay, 
and she tells me not to worry—there 
won't be any mixups this time 

“T just want to say that we're re- 
ally happy to come back,” she says, 


this year; its 21 tracks recount the 
bloody tale of the rise of a Republic 
cut from political cloth with the edge 
of a guillotine. L’autrichienne is the 
first real attempt by Jucifer to cre- 
ate a concept record, harking back 
to rock milestones like The Who's 
Tommy or Pink Floyd’s The Wall. 

“The album is almost an overview 
of the period in the sense that char- 
acters sort of stood out and made 
us respond emotionally,” Valentine 
says. “Some of the songs are about 
the king or the queen. Some of them 
are from the viewpoint of the people 
that wanted to kill them.” 

For those of you not versed in the 
specifics of the French Revolution, 
don’t sweat it. The duo made sure 
that the double album would suit the 
musical palette of those just looking 
for solid tunes. “Hopefully, like The 
Wall, it's enjoyable from a listening 


ma between their live performan: 

“The director , 
basically having us do a lot of impro, 
and kind of co-authoring the scrip 
with him,” Valentine says, “He h 
specific points that he wants to hit 
but all of the stuff in between is 1 
ally fun for us.” 

However, scheduling a film shoot 
in the midst of Jucifer’s insane trav 
schedule has made for some difficu| 
ties. Cianfrance has hired crews to 
meet up with the band at various |o 
cations on their seemingly perpetual 
tour that (they say) started back in 
2001. The crew shoots for a couple 
days at a time before Jucifer heads 
back on the road. Despite the se! 
backs, Valentine says that the film 
should be finished production by 
spring 2009.

Jucifer’s latest album, 
Lautrichienne, hit the shelves earlier

last nine years. Despite my prod 
ding, Valentine won't cough up any 
details about the novel, but she did 
say that, in her opinion, Hayes is the 
closest thing alive today to Hunter 
S. Thompson, and that the finished 
piece will be something everyone is 
going to want to pick up. 

The band plans to give the novel 
a solid once-over and help with a bil 
of the editing process before it goes 
to press; Valentine hopes the book 
will be out sometime next year. Unt 
then, Jucifer plans to keep on criss 
crossing the continent and living up 
to the line on their MySpace pag? 
calling them “nomads forever.”

Though Toronto's Ubiquitous Syn- 
ergy Seeker has yet to play a show in 
Alberta, Jason Parsons (aka Human 
Kebab) does have fond memories of 
our prairie province. 

After a year of plugging away at 
open stages, USS disbanded last win- 
ter so that Parsons and partner Ash- 
ley Boo-Shultz could do some serious 
soul-searching. Boo-Shultz headed 
south to the U.S., while Parsons opt- 
ed to move to Alberta to work in the 
oilfield. And that’s exactly when suc- 
cess came knocking. 

“When our single got onto the 
radio,” he recalls, “I was actually in 
Cold Lake, Alberta, working on a 
pipeline.” Toronto's 102.1 The Edge 
was the first station to pick up “Hol- 
lowpoint Sniper Hyperbole,” USS’s 
now—ahem—ubiquitous, first single 
It was picked up shortly after by The 
Zone in Victoria, and our own Sonic 
102.9 followed suit. 

All that airtime kicked USS's career 
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into high gear, and damn fast. “I had 
to fly back and forth from Edmonton 
12 times for shows just because ev- 
erything happened so quickly,” says 
Parsons “I flew back [to Toronto] 
to open for Bedouin Soundclash, 
and then to shoot a video for ‘Hol- 
lowpoint,’ and then for a St. Paddy's 
Day show. Every time I went back, 
there were more and more people on 
board. 2008 has been an explosion 
for us.” 

As with most indie-success stories, 
the band came from very humble 
beginnings. The pair met during a 
time Boo-Shultz has referred to as 
a “Picassan Blue Period.” The two 
were working at a golf course in the 
greater Toronto area and hit it off 
instantaneously—Boo-Shultz struck 
Parsons as a person who operates 
on a different wavelength from any-

USS’s style is hard to pinpoint, 
but let's call it something between 
progressive dance folk and a camp- 
fire after-party. Parsons says their

Does being the “new guy” in an estab- 
lished band mean having to do all the 
interviews while the other members 
get a break from answering the same 
questions over and over? According 
to Troy McLawhorn, Seether's new 
guitarist as of February of this year, 
yes.

CHRIS ISAAK’S CLOSING 
NIGHT PERFORMANCE WAS 
WHAT MADE FOLK FEST ’08 
UNFORGETTABLE 





Bedazzling their potential mates, 
Indonesian birds of paradise defy 
the natural palette of their surround- 
ings. With bright blue tailfeathers a 
foot long, or otherwise inexplicable 
plumage bursting from their heads, 
these creatures outshine everything 
around them—aesthetically godlike 
by comparison. 

This is what I was thinking of, laugh- 
ing and chasing Chris Isaak’s pink 
ass up Gallagher Park hill Sunday 
night with a videocamera, the man 
parting a sea of otherwise typically 
camping-dressed Canadians. Sur- 
rounding this spectacle, we watchers 
looked like dreary trees, even though 
laughter and screams of “Holy fuck!” 
exploded like microwave popcorn 
from every side. A whoo not so much 
on cue, or demanded by some tiny 
dot onstage as the sound guy turns 
up the noise, but one of spontaneous 
joy erupting and expanding. 

This simple rock and roll gesture, 
suddenly a major part of official 
Edmonton Folk Music Festival 
history, was a textbook bird of para- 
dise move—done for beauty in a way 
that only its artist anticipates results 
from. But once done, we're all com- 


even without the presidential run- 
through, even without the pink cow- 
boy and Xanadu disco-ball suits. Cov 
ering Cheap Trick? Are you kidding 
me? “Wicked Game” made my lady 
cry. And inside “Baby Did a Bad Bad 
Thing,” he did this amazingly weird 
monologue from the point of view of 
a young lad seduced by the band into 
creepy servitude. In other words, he 
made a pretty sinister song evil 

This is a factor almost always 
missing from our largest, supposedly 
“global” gathering: evil. Wickedness 
has been part of music since its in- 
ception on the African steppes—get- 
ting off on the channelling of dark 
spirits, regardless of stated intention 
Role playing, thrill-seeking—what- 
ever you want to call it. Thanks to a 
number of rule-breaking moments 
in Isaak’s electric show (which fol- 
lowed two lacklustre and impossibly 
predictable Celtic bands, P.S.: I'm not 
just going to brush my hand in the air 
and say, “But it’s the Folk Fest—what 
do you expect?” Honestly? More. 

The genie is out of the bottle, And 
as much as I can see right through 
the technical reasons for wanting to 
attract a massive crowd that sneers 
at the actual music of Edmonton— 
the heavy metal we outsell across 
the country—all I’m asking is that 
from now on, pretty please, the Folk 
Fest close with an act that rocks. Be- 
cause holy shit, are we ever going on 
about this more than Snorah Jones 
or whatever fucking Schnoogle Mc- 
Shitpants. Okay, Okay. Calm down. 
Stay on target 

You did a bad, bad thing, guys—in 
the best way. And it makes you loads 
the

Guy Maddin liked to tell interviewers 
that his autobiographical 2007 film 
Brand Upon the Brain! was “96 per 
cent literally true.” The breakdown 
of his latest epic, a delirious exercise 
in hometown pride called My Winni- 
peg is more complicated: “The mov- 
ie's about one-third fact, one-third 
legend—which, if you think about it, 
is truer than true in many ways—and 
one-third just honest lamentation. 
its all various species of honesty, 
but | don’t think there are any real 
whoppers in it.” 

Still, anyone who's been to Winni- 
peg may havea hard time recognizing 
any traces of that often prosaic city 
within Maddin’s version of it. The 
Winnipeg of My Winnipeg is a city 
whose nighttime streets are choked 
with sleepwalkers, all of them carry- 
ing the keys to their old houses and 
apartments (according to Maddin, a 
city ordinance requires those dwell- 
ings’ new residents to let them in); 
a city whose former mayor used to 
preside over sleazy “man pageants,” 
male beauty contests whose winners 
would be rewarded with plum jobs 
at City Hall; a city where a herd of 
runaway horses once drowned in 
the icy river, and remained there, 
their frozen heads dotting the land- 
scape, for the rest of the winter; and 
where for years, the most popular 
TV show was the locally produced 
LedgeMan!, a daily drama in which 
the same young man would walk out 
onto a building ledge, threatening to 
jump off, only to be talked back in- 
side by his mother, 

But My Winnipeg is also the story 
of Maddin's home life—especially 
his relationship with his domineer- 
ing~mother,—a figure moviegoers 
previously encountered in Cowards 
Bend the Knee and Brand Upon the 
Brain! (and who's played here, in a 
casting coup, by Ann Savage, the 
Star of Edgar G. Ulmer’s 1945 cult 

noir Detour). One of the film’s fun- 
niest running gags consists of Mad- 
din's attempts to exorcise his own 
childhood traumas by hiring actors 
to recreate key events from his past. 
Only then, Maddin tells us in his 
hilariously erhe 
can he be free. 
on him, “Mayb ert ei 







out of here!” he “This time I’m 
leaving for good 
The always ge faddin spoke to 
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SEE Magazine: This seems like the 
kind of movie where the most outra- 
geous claims will turn out actually to

Guy Maddin: Yeah. No one be- 
ieves that “If Day” [a phony Nazi 
invasion of Winnipeg staged by the 
Rotary Club as a stunt to sell war 
bonds] happened, for instance. And 
it was completely forgotten immedi- 
ately afterward. It's very analogous 
to Orson Welles’ War of the Worlds 
broadcast, in which as legend would 
have it, thousands of listeners flew 





into a panic—got into car accidents, 
committed suicide—because they 
feared the Martians had landed. It 
became part of American myth. But 
Canadians are so timid about self- 
mythologizing that they didn't even 
bother talking about the If Day inva- 
sion 

SEE: The film stands out from 
your other work in that it has this 
very tactile, emotional component 
that breaks through the stylized 
visuals and the sometimes arch 
language of the narration. In the 
section about the demolition of the 
Winnipeg Arena and the building of 
the MTS Centre, for instance, your 
anger is really palpable 

GM: Yeah—now that I’ve shouted 
it out, I'm not so angry anymore, 
and my anger has been replaced by 
my usual resignation. I guess the 
advantage of ranting about this 
stuff in the context of a movie is 
that there’s nobody around to inter- 
rupt me. But I was genuinely upset 
about the arena getting torn down. 
And | don’t trust people who run for 
city council anyway—the job pays 
so poorly, I always figure the people 
there aren't in it to help the city, but 
to help themselves get some sort of 
subdivision zoned so they can make 
a million dollars off of it. All these 
people seem to walk away from 
these poor-paying jobs a whole lot

SEE: Do people ever get choked 
up at this movie? I was kind of sur- 
prised to find myself feeling genu- 
inely moved by the sequence near 
the end where you imagine “Citizen 
Girl” magically restoring the city to 
its former glory and undoing the 
damage of history. 


Jimmy Stewart was trying a lot hard- 
er than I did. I always felt I should be 
trying harder, and as I was making 
this movie, I realized I should have 
been trying harder 20 years earlier— 
which is why I put a younger “Guy 
Maddin” into the movie. It's a Won- 
derful Life is one of my favourite 
movies. God, it’s potent. And it says 
so much about home and family and 
the things that make a home. I could 
never do something as good as It’s 
a Wonderful Life, but it was nice to 
try. 

SEE: | have to ask about the cast- 
ing of Ann Savage as your mother. 
Where did that inspiration come 
from? 

GM: Well, she's always been a 
favourite of mine. Detour is my 
favourite and the most famous

GM: I'd say about a Grade D. I can 
get my late DVD rental fees forgiv- 
en and occasionally a free coffee at 
a local café, but that's about it. It's 
not bad. It’s a comfortable level of 
celebrity. A movie director's picture 
doesn't appear in the paper very of- 
ten.

Burstein's new film American Teen,

The images in these 
dream sequences aren't surprising, 
revelatory, funny, or even all that 
beautiful—they’re just empty visual 
padding, like the cheesy “music vid- 
eos” that lead into the commercials 
on American Idol 

The only dream sequence with 
some subversive kick is the one 
about Megan, a self-described “pop- 
ular girl” whose big goal is getting 
accepted into Notre Dame, her fa- 
ther’s alma mater. As Megan rhap- 
sodizes about the wonders of Notre 
Dame and the “better quality of 
people” who attend classes there, we 
see a blonde girl, as generic and face- 
less as a figure in a USA Today info- 
graphic, floating slowly through the 
campus gates and taking her place 
within a sea of hundreds of equally 
anonymous figures in an ecstasy of 
conformity. 

You'd almost feel a twinge of pa- 
thos at her naive teenage dreams if 
it weren't for all the horrible, hor- 
rible things you see this girl do ear- 
lier this movie: make vicious prank 
calls to a female classmate who's had 
naked pictures of herself forwarded 
throughout the entire school; spray- 
paint “FAG” on the home of a rival 
student; and barely get punished for 
any of it. It says something about 
the level of trust Burstein estab- 
lished with her subjects that Megan 
and her clique did all of this stuff 





on-camera~—I can’t imagine the evil 


shit she was up to when Burstein’ 
crew was elsewhere. (During the se- 
nior prom, you half-expect to see her 
backstage with a rope and a bucket 
of pig's blood.) 

Much more sympathetic are Co- 
lin, whose future depends on his 
ability to land a basketball scholar- 
ship, and Hannah, a would-be film 
maker whose classmates regard 
her as a weird, arty outsider even 
though she’s smart, funny, creative, 
and looks like Julia Stiles.

At the risk of looking like a philis- 
tine, I have to admit that I’ve always 
found the taste of wine to be some- 
what overbearing. But that's nothing 
compared to Bottle Shock (based 
loosely on the true story of a Cali- 
fornia winery that won a prestigious 
French tasting contest in 1976), a 
film whose passion for wine is so 
heavy-handed, you'd think it was the 
return of Coke Classic. 


The film stars Alan Rickman 
as Steve Spurrier, a British wine 
connoisseur and owner of a Pari- 
sian wine shop whose sole client 
is American expat Maurice (the al- 
ways funny Dennis Farina), who 
informs Steve that California will 
soon make wine that rivals anything 
the French have ever produced. In- 
credulous, Spurrier decides to give 
his shop some good PR by organiz- 
ing a blind taste test pitting French 
wine against the Californian up- 
starts. 

Spurrier 
where he meets Jim (Bill Pullman), 
who owns and runs his Napa winery, 
Chateau Montelena, like a perfec- 
tionist farmer, giving up his well- 


travels to California, 


paying job in his quest to create the 
perfect Chardonnay. Jim, his son 
Bo (Chris Pine), his loyal farmhand 
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Gustavo (Freddy Rodriguez), and 
their comely intern Sam (Rachael 
Taylor) help Spurrier travel the val- 
ley, selecting wines to take back to 
France for the suspenseful conclu- 
sion—or what would have been a 
suspenseful conclusion had this not 
been a film about a true historical 
event. 

Bottle Shock can't decide if it wants 
to be a pompous arthouse movie or a 
campy comedy about the ’70s with 
wine taking the place of cocaine. 
Writer/director Randall Miller trav- 
els uncertainly between these two 
polar modes: one moment we're 
watching lowbrow sex gags worthy 
of Eurotrip (as when Sam hails a cop 
car by flashing her breasts—which 
the audience doesn't even get to 
see), and the next moment, the ac- 
tors are uttering pretentious dia- 
logue about the soul of a perfect 
wine. Hearing Rickman compare the 
smell of a fresh wine to the smell of 
childbirth as the camera floats over 
the Napa Valley is something you 
just don’t forget, though I would 
gladly pay for the concussion that 
would allow it. 

Even more forgettable is the go- 
nowhere love triangle between Bo, 
Gustavo, and Sam, which feels like 
padding—strange, since the trium- 
phant moment that inspired the 
film and which should have been its 
most important scene lasts all of five 
minutes and has all the impact of a 
feather. 

Bottle Shock is a boring film that 
tries hard to make use of too little 
material. Compared to something 
like Sideways, which makes an effort 
to show the strange, prickly subcul- 
ture of wine connoisseurs, Miller's 
affair is a waste of time that would 
be better spent at home with a nice 
glass of Chardonnay. 

Or, if you're like me, at the bar 
with a pint of Guinness.

If the rabid fans of the original Star 
Wars trilogy thought Jar Jar Binks 
was an atrocity, they’re going to have 
a field day with a cross-dressing Hutt 
with a Louisiana accent. 

That's the type of insanity you can 
expect from George Lucas’ newest 
expansion of the Star Wars fran- 
chise, the animated feature Star 
Wars: The Clone Wars—not to be 
confused with the animated televi- 
sion miniseries of the same name, 
or the forthcoming animated series 
that will be its progeny. 

The film is, in fact, an extension 
of the miniseries’ story. Sometime 
during the war with the Trade Fed- 
eration, Jabba the Hutt's son gets 
kidnapped, and Jabba petitions the 
Jedi to find his gelatinous offspring 
and bring him back home. The Jedi 
only agree to help the mercurial slug 
because the Republic wants to use 
Hutt-controlled space to move their 
troops against the Trade Federation's 
army. Eventual Sith Lord Anakin 
Skywalker is charged with saving the 
child, but he’s also forced to deal with 
training a new and reckless Padawan 
named Ahsoka. 

Clone Wars is obviously aimed at a 
younger audience, and it only suffers 
for it. Besides leaving the question of 
how Jabba the Hutt even fornicates 
unanswered, the story plays out like 
the worst buddy-cop flick you’ve 
ever seen, with guns replaced by 
lightsabres. Ahsoka constantly re- 
fers to Anakin as “Skyguy” while he

nicknames her “Snips”—since she’ 
so snippy, you see. It’s not until you 
meet Jabba’s transvestite uncle that 
the film generates any real emotion 
and it’s definitely not the pleasant 
kind. Newcomers to the Clone Wars 
saga will also be confused by refer- 





ences to characters and events from 
the animated series. 

The film is Lucasfilm’s first venture 
into CGI animation, and it’s surpris 
ingly subpar—especially with George 
Lucas producing. I’m not demand: 
ing that every computer-animated 
film be Wall + €, but come on! Even 
Toy Story had smoother animation 
than Clone Wars does. The charac- 
ters are as wooden and lifeless as the 
voice talent behind them—honestly, 
Anakin and Ahsoka appear to have 
been carved out of tree trunks—and

TJ. Dawe has no phone number and 
no fixed address. But like children’s 
letters with nothing more than “San- 
- ta Claus, The North Pole” written on 
the envelope, I’m willing to bet that 
you could mail a letter to “TJ. Dawe, 
The Fringe” and be reasonably sure 
it would find its way into his hands. 

Dawe's first show at the Edmonton 
Fringe was 1999's Tired Clichés, a 
Seinfeldian standup comedy routine 
punctuated every 10 minutes or so 
by Dawe diving into a huge pile of 
cardboard boxes. He kept coming 
back, year after year, performing in- 
“creasingly inventive autobiographi- 
cal monologues to increasingly larg- 
er audiences: Labrador, A Canadian 
Bartender at Butlin’s, and arguably 
his masterpiece, The Slip-Knot. He 
began working with other like-mind- 
ed artists too: as a director, he worked 
on Chris Gibbs’ absurdist self-help 
seminar The Power of Ignorance, 
Greg Landucci’s 2007 hit Dishpig, 
and Charlie Ross’ One-Man Star 
Wars Trilogy and One-Man Lord of 
the Rings. He's done 80 Fringes in 
all, eight of them in Edmonton. 

This year, the gangly, self-depre- 
cating Dawe will be harder to avoid 
than ever—not that anyone would 
want to. He's got a hand in five shows 
at The Big Kahuna: besides his new 
one-man show Maxim & Cosmo (his 
first Edmonton appearance as a per- 
former since 2004’s The Curse of the 
Trickster), he directed Keir Cutler's 
Teaching the Fringe, Alice Nelson's 
Local Celebrity, Greg Landucci’s Mr. 
Fox, and Charlie Ross’ Sev. 

“The more I tour, the more shows 
I seem to get involved with,” Dawe 
Says over the phone from Winnipeg,

couch. This is a difficult lifestyle for 
even the most social person—and I'm 
actually very private and introverted 
So add that to the mix, and it's a real 
challenge!” 

Dawe says he’s usually so spent 
at the end of Fringe season that he 
needs several weeks of total isola 
tion just to recharge. His family has 
a cabin in Ontario where he usually 
goes—there's no phone there, no TV, 
no internet, just a pile of books—but 
this year he's thinking of visiting 
Southeast Asia and spending some 
time in a region of the world where 
absolutely nobody knows who he 
is (and where he wouldn't have the 
language skills to tell them even if he 
wanted to). Sounds nice 

“It's true,” “I make 
a very good living as a Fringe per- 
former, keeping in mind that I have

no fixed address and lead an entirely 
low-expense lifestyle. I don’t have a 
car, | don’t drink or smoke, I don't re- 
ally like going out, | read used books, 
and I dress like a slob.” 

Still, it strikes me as the kind of 
life only a man could enjoy, And as it 
happens, Dawe is the perfect person 
to tell me if my impression is cor- 
rect—the differences between men 
and women are the subject of Maxim 
& Cosmo. (The title refers to the two 
magazines.) “The short answer,” he 
says, “is that men want to play and 
pursue—to take whatever they want 
and to run as far as they can with it 
What women really want are back- 
rubs, little notes, and long baths. It 
all boils down to care 

“There's an American philosopher 
I read a lot named Ken Wilbur, and 
he says men are inclined towards 
freedom, autonomy, justice, and 
women are inclined towards care 
Men want universal rights and wom 
en want universal care—to take.care 
of people or know that somebody 
cares for them. So what | end up say- 
ing in the show is that I think women 
would actually be better at running 
the country—they’d be better at mak- 
ing sure that everybody is okay.” 

Dawe says Maxim & Cosmo hasn't 
worked for every audience, but that 
doesn't seem to bother him too 
much. “I have a name now,” he says, 
“so | can afford a show that doesn’t 
please 100 per cent of the crowds or 
100 per cent of the critics. If I get a 
three-star review now, that’s not go- 
ing to kill me the way it would have 
in the late ’90s.” 

Indeed, the riskiest Fringe show 
Dawe ever did was probably his least 
popular one: his 2002 show Tracks, 
an adaptation of Jack London's 
vivid memoir of his days as a hobo, 
and the only show to date in which 
Dawe tried playing someone other 
than himself, And yet, in a weird 
way, it was also the show that came 
closest to capturing the essence of 


Dawe’s solitary existence—always on 
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the movie, living by his wits, always 
looking ahead to the next city on the 
map. 

“Something I've realized about ev- 
ery artist I admire, and every story 
that's really resonated with me, is 
about someone who leaves the safe, 
and headed 
out into the great unknown. That's 
the exact story of how I got into the 


known environment 


Fringe. I did my first Fringe show 
in 1994, when I was 19 years old. | 
was in a three-person play by Daniel 
Maclvor, Never Swim Alone. We 
toured five cities across Canada, we 
did well in some cities and not so 
well in others, but it was this huge 
adventure and it exposed me to 
what the possibilities of the Fringe 
circuit were. The Fringe was like 
outer space—it was this hero's adven- 
ture to go out there and try to hold 
my own. 

“The irony,” he continues, “is that 
gradually the Fringe has become the 
familiar world. Now I’m at a point 
where | can usually depend on get- 
ting good houses when I come to 
the Fringe—not that I don’t have to 
work on the shows, but I don’t have 
to flyer anymore or put up posters. 
And because the Fringe has become 
the familiar world and because it 
entails always being on somebody's 
couch or always being at a crowded 
festival, it's probably time for me to 
go beyond the Fringe and start pur- 
suing some other projects. Which is

scary! Leaving any familiar world is 
scary!” 

Dawe already has a literary agent, 
and he says she’s only interested in 
him writing something for the larg- 
er world—a full-length play, a book, 
a TV pilot, a screenplay. He’s had 
those kinds of ideas in the past, but 
has always put them on the shelf so 
that he could concentrate on the next 
Fringe show. Whatever he writes 
next—and whether he composes it 
at a desk in his own home or on a 
laptop balanced on his stomach as he 
lies on a friend's sofa—Dawe wants 
to feel as if he’s moving forward. His 
idol—the largest head on his personal 
Mt. Rushmore—is the late George 
Carlin, whose comedy routines Dawe 
listened to so often as a young per- 
former that he inadvertently wound 
up memorizing them. 

“I still direct myself by imagining 
that a piece of material is a Carlin bit 
and picturing what he'd do with this 
idea,” Dawe says. “It was so devas- 
tating when he died. He put out an 
incredible amount of material in his 
lifetime—his last comedy special was 
in March and it still hasn’t come out 
as an album yet. There's still one 
more to go! That's one thing all of 
my totem figures—Carlin, Charles 
Bukowski, the guitarist John Fahey—

In terms of sheer ambition, director/ 
playwright Jennifer Spencer's Mag- 
gie-Now is surely one of the biggest 
Fringe events in recent memory. It's 
an epic, multi-generational immi- 
grant story told in four parts, each 
nearly two hours long. It has a big 
cast (not even counting the accom- 
panying harpist and pianist), and it 
aims for big emotions—parents die 
and young brides get abandoned—but 
when the first two parts were per- 
formed last year, they ran 11 minutes 
longer than planned simply because 
of all the audience laughter. 
According to Spencer, however, 
none of this is that big a deal. In fact, 
it used to be business as usual. 
“There was a time at the Fringe 
when big, ambitious, full-length 
plays were done on a regular basis,” 


she says. “We have a cast of 10 and a 
stage manager—it's a huge undertak- 
ing. As the economics of the Fringe 
have become more expensive, there 
isn’t an opportunity to have those 
kinds of ambitious plays done any- 
more. Maggie-Now is in a BYOV, so 
that gives us much more control. We 
control our own venue, the length of 
time, [and] there's no one coming 
in after us. If we run three minutes 
over, that's okay; if we run three min- 
utes under, we can work around it.” 

This year brings Maggie-Now’'s 
story (adapted by Spencer from 
the 1958 novel by Betty Smith) to 
a close with Parts 3 (Claude) and 
4 (I'll Bury Youse All). Spencer has 
taken great pains to ensure that 
each part functions as.a stand-alone 
piece of theatre—meaning that you 
needn't write off the whole series if 
you missed last year—while keep- 
ing the sweeping themes.of Smith's 
novel intact. To give some idea of the 
conflicts in store, Maggie-Now is a 
working-class, - second-generation 
Irish-American woman living in the 
1920s. How much more oppressed 
can a character get? 

While Maggie-Now’s - grandiosity 


in some ways seems like an inten- 
tional backlash against the “wacky 
one-person show” template that now 
dominates the Fringe circuit, Spen- 
cer doesn’t blame the performers for 
this new state of affairs. Instead, she 
feels the combination of rising costs 
and overwhelmed audiences have by 
necessity pushed Fringe theatre to a 
more sensationalized place. 

“If you're doing a show in the 
Fringe proper,” she says, “you're pay- 
ing a $600 or $700 entry fee. You 
have six performances, and before 
you even start rehearsal, you're $600 
in the hole—which is a tremendous 
amount of money to try to make up 
in box office over six performances. 
And if you're paying royalties, that's 
another $200 on top of that. 

“So what we've had is the rise of 
the Fringe one-person show,” she 
continues. “I said this last year: a 45- 
or 50-minute one-person show that 
has sex in the title has become almost 
a survival mechanism. When [audi- 
ences] are touring the Fringe circuit, 
they see that and go, ‘It's only 50 
minutes! Sex Happy Fun Time-—let's 
see that!’ They go in, and it may or 


may not be the best show, but they’ve

seen a little theatre, and that's what 
they do. The thing is, those shows 
don’t go anywhere. They don’t have 
a life outside of Fringe.” 

Despite her concerns, Spencer re- 
mains an optimist. After all, the first 
two installments of Maggie-Now 
were a big success last year, and she 
has faith that audiences are ready for 
some capital-T Theatre amidst the 
zaniness taking Strathcona by storm 





this weekend. 

“If you write it, they will come 
she says. “One of the things that do- 
ing this piece has shown me is that 
audiences are starved for plays about 
something. They came [last year| 
they saw it, they talked about it, they 
told people, and the momentum be 
hind it was just huge. Even if we get 
just a little bit more of that this year 
it'll be gratifying.”

THE ADVENTUROUS TIMES OF 
KEVIN GRIMES (BYOV K) 
Why We're Intrigued: It’s a five-part 
radio comedy serial by David Belke. 
What with this show and the Mag- 
gie Now saga, could we be seeing the 
emergence of the Fringe equivalent 
of ambitious, continually unfolding 
HBO series like The Sopranos and 
Six Feet Under? 

Question Mark: Is showing up to 
the theatre on five different days too 


much of a commitment for audienc- 
es to make to a single Fringe show? 


ANIME (BYOV J) 

Why We're Intrigued: Keith Wy- 
att’s 1998 play Ecstasy, adapted from 
a rave-era novella by-Irvine Welsh, 
was one of the most*elaborate and 
energetic Fringe shows of the last 
decade. Like Ecstasy, this one is be- 
ing staged in a downtown club, has 
a huge cast, and an elaborate sound 
and lightshow. 

Question Mark: Sci-fi rarely 
works onstage. And can Wyatt com- 
bine taiko drumming, martial arts, 
Japanimation, and a plot about a 
pacifist female cyborg into a coher- 
ent plot? 


A BODY OF WATER (STAGE 9) 
Why We're Intrigued: Director 
Wayne Paquette always has impec- 
cable taste in material, and the cast 
he’s lined up—Coralie Cairns, Beth 
Graham, John Sproule—is as blue- 
chip as it gets. 

Question Mark: The premise—a 
man and a woman wake up in a sum- 
mer house, unable to remember who 
they are—could be nothing more 
than the setup for a silly, Shyamalan- 
ian final twist. All we can say is, the 
big reveal had better be good. 


COFFEE DAD, CHICKEN MOM, 
AND THE FABULOUS BUDDHA 
BOI (STAGE 5) 
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Why We're Intrigued: Nick Green 
has already impressed us as an actor, 
and we're keen on seeing whether his 
playwriting chops are just as strong. 
Plus: it’s a monologue performed by 
Trevor Schmidt, who is awesome 

Question Mark: That awful, aw- 
ful title, which practically collapses 
under the weight of its own wacki- 
ness. 


JUMPIN’ JACK (STAGE 2) 
Why We're Intrigued: In shows like 
Scraping the Surface and Objects in 
the Mirror, actor/playwright Lyle 
Victor Albert talked about living with 
cerebral palsy with great humour and 
humanity. He returns to that theme 
in this monologue about a man con- 
vinced he’s the “bastard love child of 
Mick Jagger.” Bonus points: Jim De- 
Felice is the director. 

Question Mark: At the age of 48, 
is Albert too old to play a man still 
plagued by daddy issues? 


MILF (STAGE 4) 
Why We're Intrigued: In the last 
four years, two of the Sterling Award- 
winners for Outstanding Fringe New 
Work were directed by Jeff Page. 
And the concept of this show—in 
which playwright Ava Jane Markus 
shares the stage with her non-actor 
mother—certainly walks a creative 
tightrope. 

Question Mark: Hmmm... non- 
actor, eh?

Heather Swain has been doing some 

math. “Let's say you have 74,000 

tickets sold to indoor Fringe perfor- 

mances—that's what last year's num- 
bers were,” she begins. “Divide that 

by 10 days, and you get only 7,400 

people a day going to see theatre. 

Factor in people like the Sitwells and 
_ Laurie Blakeman who see multiple 
shows, and how many individual 
people do you get who are actually 
going to see theatre at the Fringe? 
My number is maybe about 5,000. 
That's not a lot of people. It's defi- 
nitely not a number you really want 
to brag about.” 

But Swain thinks she might have 
come up with a way to increase that 
number, She’s doing a show on the 
newly created “Fringe Midway”—a 
string of cheap, short, sideshow- 
like performances between the Arts 
Barns and 85 Avenue—and she’s 
made it her goal not just to get 1,000 
“Fringe virgins” into her tent, but to 
persuade a significant percentage of 
them to check out their very first in- 
door performance. 

There's nothing highbrow about 
Swain's show: billed in the Fringe 
program as Dr. Auntie Dote’s Amaz- 
ing Side Show, the show allows visi- 
ors to get light-hearted relationship 
and self-help advice from an “expert” 
of their choosing. (The characters 
include a “latte foam reader” named 
Cathy O'Lay, and The Queen of Ra- 
tionalization, a woman who takes the 
I'm OK, You're OK philosophy to ex- 






























tremes.) 

But Swain says accessibility is the 
whole point. “The idea of the show 
is to straddle the two worlds of street 
theatre and indoor theatre,” she says 
“People are attracted to the Fringe 
grounds because of all this theatri 
cal energy, but at the same time, that 
energy can be a little bit intimnidat- 
ing. So I want to give Fringe virgins 
a little taste of what indoor theatre 
is like, and that if we can get them 
this far, they might then check out 
one of the 10-minute Samuel Beck- 
ett plays in one of the other Midway 
tents—and who knows what they 
might check out next? It could help 
bridge the gap.” 

It won't be a soft sell, either. Swain 
wants to return the early days of the 
Fringe, when artists made a point of 
bringing non-traditional theatrego- 
ers into their plays—there was a time, 
for God’s sake, when: Alex Dallas, 
from the Sensible Footwear comedy 
troupe, used to literally lasso pass- 
ersby and drag them into her venue. 
“I'll give speeches!” Swain says. 
““Go see indoor theatre! You've had 
this experience, now try something 
else!’ And if only 10 per cent of my 
audience takes that risk, that’s still at 
least 100 new people going to see a 
play! How good is that?” 

And Swain is convinced that un- 
tapped audience is out there—she 
says she meets people all the time 
who enthusiastically proclaim, “I 
love the Fringe!” but who have never 
been to a single play. They're the 
ones who come for the buskers, the 
jugglers, the street food, and the beer 
tents—and who the Fringe, the art- 
ists, and the media have done a woe- 
fully sloppy job of reaching out to. 

But what's so wrong about not see- 
ing plays, I ask Swain, playing devil's 
advocate. Who's to say that the per-

son who comes to Old Strathcona, 
watches the Push-Up Guy, listens to 
an a cappella group, and has a few 
beers with their friends isn’t having 
just as valid a Fringe experience as 
the person who goes to see 40 or 50 
plays? 


“Well, that’s a festival experi- 





ence, but not a Fringe experience,” 
Swain replies. “I always come back 
to the magic of theatre. The average 
human being wants to touch that 
magic, whether it's the Street Per- 
formers’ Festival, Folk Fest, or the 
Fringe. And if all you do is come 
down and walk around in the energy 


of it and don’t have a wacko artistic 
experience—whether it's seeing the 
worst play you’ve ever seen or the 
best play you've ever seen—you’re 
missing out on getting a major part 
of that energy magic in your veins 
and not just a green onion cake in 
your belly.”

She's actually 
had complete strangers come up to 
her and say things like “Don’t lose 
faith, dear, lots of people like you 
find ways to live fulfilling lives.” 
Condescending much? 

And when it comes to sex, our atti- 
tudes are even more insulting.

As a result, Erickson, 
who has been disabled since birth, 


grew up with low self-esteem and a 


yseverely negative body image. She 
certainly never thought of herself as

That all changed when a friend 
asked if she could take some erotic 
photos of her.

An Open Letter 
To A Vandal 


A RESIDENT TALKS BACK TO A VANDAL WHO 
JUST WON'T LEAVE HIS GARBAGE BOX ALONE 





Dear Sir: . 

| was genuinely surprised at how 
angry | was when I discovered that 
you had defaced my garbage box. I 
thought I had extinguished the flame 
of craving—at least where garbage 
boxes are concerned—until I was 
confronted by your graffiti, which 
was ugly and sloppy even by the lax 
standards of back-alley vandalism. I 
was particularly offended by your at- 
tempt at a swastika: It doesn’t speak 
highly of your credentials as a moral 
agent that you willingly ally yourself 
with the Nazis. It doesn’t speak high- 
ly for your credentials as a Nazi that 
you can't manage to put the swastika 
right side up. As I painted over your 


idiocy, 1 thought about how stupid - 


you would have to be to think that a 
garbage box is a great place to pro- 
claim your identity. Who's going to 
See it? Are you going to bring your 
friends into my back alley and gloat 
about how clever you are? i 
"had built the garbage box for 
Purely practical reasons: | didn’t want 
my garbage cans to blow into the al- 


ley, or dogs to chew through the bags 
and make a mess. But, even after its 
brush with vandalism, my garbage 
box was still perfectly functional: the 
cans won't roll away, and dogs still 
can't get in. And yet I painted over 
your message. Twice. I would do it 
again. I have a lot of beige paint. 

As I stood in my back alley with 
my paintbrush, I thought of mean 
things I could say to you. Things like 
“You're a jackass,” or “What's wrong 
with you?” I realized that my anger 
was impairing my ability to think 
up mean things to say. You probably 
think that lam my garbage box: beige 
and square, sensibly constructed, and 
ultimately full of trash. I wish I could 
resist this characterization. 

Two years ago, this little incident 
would not have mattered. I lived in 
happy squalor in a bachelor apart- 
ment with all the usual bachelor 
accoutrements: a sink full of dirty 
dishes, hideous furniture abandoned 
by former roommates moving on to 
their marital reward, sheets hung 
over the windows. But now, two

years later, | am a homeowner, and 
I am so concerned about the state of 
my garbage box that I seriously con- 
sider calling the police and lodging a 
formal complaint. (“Are you gonna 
find these guys? You got any promis- 
ing leads?”) 

You probably haven't given me a 
moment's thought since you defaced 
my garbage box. | don't take this per 
sonally, because you are not a very 
thoughtful person. I don't mean to 
suggest anything about vandals in 
general and their capacity for reflec- 
tion; I am only talking about you. I 
don't imagine that you stood in my 
alley wondering, “What do I want 
to say? And how best can | convey 
my message?” Despite your lack of 
intention, you were saying some- 
thing. You painted your name on 
my neighbour's garage door. Van- 
dalism is illegal, yet you unabash- 
edly broadcast your identity. “I am 
Jason!” you proclaim. You are telling 
me (and the garbageman) that you 
exist. Your proclamation gives voice 
to an ancient and essentially human 
emotion. You aren't “just anybody”; 
you're Jason! 

If we view our conflict over the 
garbage box as a dialogue, you said, 
“Il AM!” And I responded, “No, you 
are not.” Your dyslexic swastika is 
your attempt to align yourself with 
a modern icon of violence and fear: 


you are telling me not only: that you ~ 


exist, but also that you are power- 
ful. 1 paint over it anyway. It would 


be easy to think that | am not merely. 
negating a message, but also negat-

Truthfully, that isn’t the case at all 
I didn’t intend to say anything about ] 
you when i painted over your mes- | 
sage. I just wanted my garbage box to | ric 
look nice. | am a bit embarrassed to 
admit this, but | am proud of my gar- 
bage box. | built it myself. My admis- \ 
sion: | am not good at working with 
my hands. I wish I were. It's pathetic, § 
but true: I point out that box when 
ever I bring guests over. “See that ] 
box? I built that.” I let people draw | 
their own conclusions, but | hope | 
that they will think, “David is indus- 
trious, responsible, clever, capable. i 
He is a good man.” 

It should be clear that the first J 
statement in our dialogue was not | 
you telling me that you exist. It was j 
me announcing that | exist. You 
imagined that my garbage box was a 
blank slate just because nothing was 
written on it. 

Look, I don’t want to have anything 
in common with you, back-alley van- 
dal. I want to pretend that it is ridicu- 
lous to think that a garbage box could 
provide a canvas for recording one’s 
personal identity. But I have to ad- 
mit, I invested myself in that garbage 
box; I did it first, and I did it more 
profoundly. That's why I have to 
keep painting over your graffiti. It's 
not because of the city bylaw, and it’s 
not out of concern for the continued 
proper function of my garbage box. 
My garbage box is not an appropriate 
place for you to proclaim your iden-
